only business thus crushed down by the 
Government, and the competition is annu- 
ally getting worue, end can only have the 
one effect of driving some reputable deal- 
er out of the business, and yet the Govern- 
ment is now prepared to foster a specially 
iteleoted business by dividing up among 
various firms the sum of 10,000,000 of Gov- 
ernment dollars annually (Ship Subsidy 
bill).

We are bound to give 
Col Mills, who caifie to his post in 1898, 
due credit for stopping in very great degree 
tho hazing and fighting there which in the 
years immediately proceeding his official 
tei-mseemed to run riot, but it is as wrong 
foi any one assuming to be a friend of the 
Military Academy to maintain that some- 
thing of this sort is needed to make young 
mi n 'good soldiers" as it is idle to say 
that it cannot be suppresed in so large 
a Ijody of young men 
A regiment of

ami ability to serve one's country nobly 
and faithfully was any less prized at An- 
napolis than at West Point, and the num- 
bei s at one place are as large as at the 
other.

1 or some reason which we leave to stu- 


dents of human nature to determine, the 
officers of the navy have ne\er seemed to 
put value on these practices as part of 
tlu ir professional education as have the 
officers of the army, and hazing at Annap- 
olii foi cner thirty years, at least, has 
be( n punished with invariable and extreme 
seventy. By reason of the recoromenda- 
tjoa made to Congressby Commodore Wor- 
den, when Superintendent of the Naial 
Academy, every form of hazing at that 
place was made a eourt-murtiul offence 
punishable by dismissal. The last out- 
break of hazing at Annapolis was on the 
cruise of the Constellation, the naval prac- 
tice ship, when Copt. Sampson now Rear 
Admiral, was Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy. Capt 
Sampson ordered the 


cruise stopped and convened a court-mar- 
tial, which dismissed nine men. There 
hat* been no hazing at Annapolis since. 


If similar action were taken at West 


Point there would be no \Vhittaker case, 
or \lbert case, or Booz case there every 
few years.—N. Y. Sun

even being extensively employed in Lon- 
don, the attempt of the British to secure 
a financial foothold hare is at most only 
fair play, 


However, it could be wished that there 


was no ground for the rumor that the 
Cramps intend gelling to an English syndi- 
cate. A shipyard devoted largely to the 
construction of government vessels does 
not hold towards the public exactly the 
position of a concern of another nature. 
The government pays the Cramps millions 
of dollars yearly, embracing, It may fairly 
be assumed, a reasonable profit. This 
money is raised directly from all the peo- 
ple. There would be a prejudice against 
•eeing it go to the payment of dividends 
to foreigners. Moreover, there is a feel- 
ing that American ships should be made 
for the navy by Americans. To entrust 
this important work to representatives of 
a nation with whloh In the future the 
United States might be at war strikes 
the judgment as being neither patriotic 
nor politic.

that time eight witnesses were examined. 
The court then took u recess, to re-comvene 
at the Hotel Lafayette, Philadelphia, at 
4.30 o'clock. 


The Inquiry Court, which held its ses- 


sion in Dr. Alison's study in the new Pres- 
byterian Chupel buildinu, was composed 
of Major General John H. Brooke, com- 
mander of the Department of the East, 
and formerly Governor General of Cuba; 
Fayi'.aster General Alfred E. Bates and 
JudiiG Advocate General J. W. Clous. 
Capuiin Thomas R. Adams, of the Fifth 
Artillery, acted as recorder of the court. 
An official stenographer was also present 
nnd took down the testimony. 


The military court arrived in Bristol 


on tho 10.29 Now York express and was 
met at the station by William H. Booz 
and Rev. Alexander Alison, D. D. 
A 


jwarra of Now York and Philadelphia 
newspaper correspondents and journalistic 
camera fiends were also present. General 
Brooke was the first to alight from the 
train, closely followed by Generals Bates 
and Clous, the recorder jmd .stenographer. 
All were In civilian dress. General Brooke, 
was iistantly recognized by his close ie- 
aemMance to his published pictures.

Since then the fellows have treated me 
terribly. I think they wanted to kill me. 
There is no use talking the fellows here are 
brutes. They make life miserable for me 
and I can do nothing while they treat me 
so. They told me I was a disgrace to the 
corps, and have insulted me in every . way 
because they say .i did not fight long 
enough. On fellow told me he would have 
kicked me in the face if he had been 
there. I have made up my mind to leave 
West Point. No outsider can realize what 
trouble we have here, and no one can ad- 
vise us. 1 am treated worse than any man 
in camp. Now I want you to send me a 
permit to resign, or else come up here at 
once. 
I don't see any honor in being 


here, and would rather be in private life 
than stay here with the chance of being 
killed. The upper class men are bullies, 
brutes and tyrants. I will not go out to 
fight again; am sorry I went out the first 
time. I am done with West Point, and 
want to leave.. Understand, I have done 
nothing to deserve such treatment. 
It 


would not be manly for me to tell on the 
fel.'.ows now. A 'tough' could get along 
heie all right, but a fellow who tries to do 
right has no show. With the exception 
of black eyes and body bruises and two or 
three teeth loose, I am all right.

ed he was coming home as he could not 
stand it any longer. One cadet officer, the 
letter read,declared he would 'scar him for 
life." Oscar wrote of how he had been

SWALLOW TOBASOO OR STRANGLE. 


Miss Booz said her brother's tent mate 


Dr. J. Soils Cohen, who had treated' 
young Booz for about three months last 
summer, and S. S. Albert, a former tent- 
mate of Booz, arrived «oon after, and the 
board went into session in parlor B. 
Dr. 


Cohen told of his first examination of 
Booz and said that he at once told Miss 
Booz, who accompanied the~--young man, 
that it was a hopeless case. He continued 
to treat the ex-cadet until he was unable 
to come to the city because of. physical 
weakness. In answer to a question wheth- 
er a person could contract tuberculosis 
from an injury to the throat, the physician 


iid that it could only come from a pre- 


existing cause. The doctor said he no- 
ticed that^Booz had an old injury in his 
throat; it'was an adhesion between the 
epiglottis and the base of the tongue J the 
adhesion was a cicatricial tissue. 
From 


the appearance of tho cicatrix it could 
have been there a lonu time. He thought 
that if tabasco sauce had been forced down 
Booz's throat it may have made him more 
susceptible to the disease. He said also 
that mental mortification like other men- 
tal conditions, would have an effect in 
making a man susceptible to disease. 


Sigmund S, Albert, who had been a ca- 


det at West Point for fourteen months 
and was a classmate of Oscar Booz, at the 
very first question declined to answer. He 
had been asked to state in a general way 
what-sort of hazing had been indulged 
in at the Academy, but he absolutely 
refused to answer. He was not 
afraid 


that he would incriminate himself, 
he 


said, but refused merely o'n the

that nt West Point there was a rule that 
no cadet should submit to hazing or 
stand by and sefr Jt done.

It 
s difficult to conceive of anything, more 
degrading to the character of an advocate 
of Jesus Christ—more likely to soil or im- 
pair his spiritual purify—unless he be 
super-human,or at least a man of unusually 
strong moral fibre, and surely more likely- 
to weaken the respect of those around him 
to whom he is supposed to be an example 
in conduct, than participation in explora- 
tions of depravity. The inclination en 
the part of some members of the clergy 
to do these things originates largely in a 
wild desire to catch the public ear. I be- 
lieve the greater proportion of our clergy, 
however, are free from the sensational fever. 
Of course we do run across them now and 
then of the Sheldon, Talmage and Parker 
order. But they are rare, thank God! Oh, 
for the men whose names and faces are 
not forever seen - in the newspapers, but 
who minister to their congregations with 
spiritual zeal; who build up character 
with works of simple piety; who lead men 
and women into paths of right living and 
true thinking by reaching their better 
nature and who have renounced the am- 
bitions of egotism and vanity. When they 
preach they find their texts not in tha,col- 
umns of newspapers nor in "the topics of 
the day," but in the book which they are 
supposed to make their daily study. When 
they face sin they deal with it in the spirit 
of merciful 
correction and 
not with 


shouting and proclamation from the house 
tops. No person, whatever may be his or 
her opinions of the Christian faith, .will 
fail to regard these men with a sympathet-

Mr. Booz's vis- 
it occurred previous to the dosing with to- 
basco sauce. Two weeks after being com- 
pelled to swallow-, the* liquid Oscar was 
forced to fight again, while in a weakened 
condition. 
The father declared his boy 


was made to swallow tabasco sauce more 
than once. On September 2?i' 1898, Mr. 
Booz wrote giving permission to resign and 
the boy came home run down aud weak, 
disheartened and humiliated. His throat 
and stomach were in such a condition that 
Oscar could not swallow the juice of an 
orange. There was no life in him und 
while he had once been jovial and full of 
spirits, be was afterwords dull and morose. 


Mr. Booz testified that at nights the up-

Oscar and pour hot grease on his feet.

In regard to demerits Oscar was always 


threatened with demerits by the cadet 
officers while in camp.
